A portion of the celebrated Alyceuw treas- 


ures which bfivo been discovered by Dr. 
Schlienmnnn were yesterday exhibited at the 
Athenian Bank, and a Inrgo number of tho 
officers of the ileet availed themselves of tho 
opportunity niforded them to inspect them. 
After the high expectations, however, that 
had been raised, the general fueling was one 
of disappointment. 


"The richness of the appearance- of so 


much gold did not compensate for tho ab- 
sence of solidity which characterized most 
of tbo disinterred antiquities. 
Thin shoots 


of plain gold, though dignified with tho 
name of breastplates, find ribands or fillets 
stamped with circular devices and of fi thick- 
ness varying from i'aai of a naval oiScer's 
stripe to foreign notepapor, had the look of 
tinsel, aud were not unlike tho insignia of a 
Alasonic society. Tho mysterious *buttona1 
were likewise plain circular discs of gold 
leaf, about an inch in cHauioter, forming the 
covering apparently of morn substantial 
wood or hone.

"But, though the bulk of wlmt was 


shown was of this flimsy description, an ex- 
ception must be mado In favor of several 
objects of n more massive ncc! striking 
character, Arnoug theso must bo men- 
tioned a double-handled goblet, with half n
